BUFFALO, N. Y., May 8 — Of pe­ 
culiar interest following closely the 
cost of living message w’hich Presi­ 
dent Taft sent to congress on Mon­ 
day are the arrangements being made 
by representatives of the Scottish 
co-operative wholesale society, lim­ 
ited. for the storage here of wheat 
brought down the lakes from the Ca­ 
nadian northwest each season until 
favorable ocean r ite s prevail for its 
transportation to Europe. 
The society, which is the whole­ 
sale department of some 280 retail 
co-operative societies

Scotland,

Some of the retail societies have 
enormous memberships. 
St. 
Cuth­ 
bert ’s Edinburgh has nearly 50,000 
members, all of them heads of fam­ 
ilies. 
In the past they had to do as the 
majority of the other grain buyers 
— ship the grain to the seaports be­ 
fore the close of lake navigation, or 
pay the all-rail rates for transporta­ 
tion.

2 n d - T H E BLO CK T E ST 
In this second test the motor is run under its own power 
for several hours and until pronounced perfect and passed 
by the inspector in charge. This tests the “ compression ” 
and Paige motors mmt show perfect compression.
